He Paid Ransom 


But Not How Much 


PARIS, Friday (UPI) - Little 
Erie Peugeot was released alive 
and well by his kidnapers less 
than three blocks from home Fri­ 
day after his wealthy parents had 
paid an undisclosed ransom ter 
his return. The kidnapers had de­ 
manded $100,000 
The 4' 2 year-old boy, 
son of 
Roland Peugeot, vicepresident of 
an 
automobile 
and 
steel 
em­ 
pire. was found 
weeping on a 
sidewalk in front of a bar across 
the Seine River from the Eiffel 
Towel 
His kidnapers had fled. 
The 
boy had t>een 
held 
for 
more than two days 
He was 
brought into the F>ar by a man 
who said he had found him rn 
the sidewalk. The tavern patrons 
broke 
into 
cheers 
when 
little 
blond Erie blurted his name. 
“ I ’m Erie Peugeot,” he said.

International he had paid a ran­ 
som for the boy's return 
But 
said he had promised the kidnap­ 
ers not to disclose the amount, 
Even after his son was safely in 
his arms he kept his pledge not 
lo reveal how’ much ransom was 
paid. 
Father “ Obliged To Pay” 
The kidnapers who seized the 
boy Tuesday afternoon from the 
plush Saint Cloud Country Club in 
suburban Paris had demanded a 
MOO,OOO ransom for his return in 
a note which called Eric's parents 
memt>ers of the “ filthy rich "

After recovering his son in a 
tearful reunion at a police station, 
the father said “ I was obliged to 
pay money to the kidnapers, but 
I cannot tell you how much be­ 
cause I promised them I would 
keep all our dealings a secret ’” 
Jean Volpilhee, bartender at the 
cafe where Erie was left by his 
kidnapers early Friday, told this 
story: 
“ It was five minutes before I 
o’clock A man came in holding a 
child by the hand The child was 
blond, draped in a red sweater 
and gray shorts. 
“ I thought of little Erie immedi­ 
ately, so I looked at the picture 
in the newspaper which was be­ 
side me and I recognized him 
positively.” 
“ The man holding the child by 
the hand also looked at the news­ 
paper. Then all 
the customers 
crowded around the little boy, 
asking him what his name was.

“ He seemed a little bothered by 
it ail, but he answered, ” T m 
Enc Peugeot.’

• Can The Congolese 
Manage It Alone? 


The fate of Belg ian business holding s in the 
Cong o will be discussed at an economic confer­ 
ence between Belg ian officials and Cong olese 
independence leaders beg inning today at Brus­ 
sels. 
The Cong o receiv es independence from 
Belg ium on J une 30, but there is g reat uncer­ 
tainty ov er the ability of the Cong olese to run 
the new nation s finances and economy . 


Ev en the proud Cong olese leaders, many of 
them tribal chiefs, seem to recog nize that the 
new state, one-third the size of the United States 
and rich in mineral resources, will need outside 
assistance. William A. M. Burden, U.S. Ambas­ 
sador to Belg ium, reported on April 4 after a 
three-week tour of the Cong o that most of the 
nativ e leaders wanted the Belg ians to stay at 
posts in the administration after independence 
day . Belg ium already has earmarked about $100 
million in its 19 60 budg et for economic assist­ 
ance to the Cong o and its more than 11 million 
inhabitants. 


Political instability , howev er, is g iv ing rise 
to g rav e concern about the future, particularly 
among indiv idual Belg ian business men. Riv alry 
between the Conakat Party , which was v ictorious 
in prov incial elections in December, and the 
riv al Balubakat-Federa coalition of small parties 
erupted into rioting March 12, in which fiv e 
Africans were killed and 145 injured. 
In the central Kasai Prov ince, clashes be­ 
tween Lulua and Baluba tribesmen caused a 
dozen or more deaths in J anuary — ev idence of 
the persistence of a way of life'tha t will chal­ 
leng e leaders of a v ast land that has been called 
the richest in Africa.

C om m unists,

A Jew , he organ ized the A m erican Jew'ish League 
A gain st C om m un ism , 
He in sisted that he could n ot 
u n de rstan d how a Je w could pos.sibly be a C om m un ist 
or sym path etic to C om m un ism . H e expected the en tire 
Jew ish people to rally to his organ ization . T hey did n ot. 
This disappoin ted Kohlberg but un til he m om en t he 
died, he con tin ued to fin an ce v arious organ ization s an d 
groups in the battle again st Sov iet R ussia. 
He m u st 
hav e spen t a fortun e of m on ey: he gav e of his health 
an d ev en after he had had se v e ra l coron ary failures, 
he kept his work goin g. 
He retired from his busin ess

The fate of Belgian business holdings in the 


Congo will be discussed at an economic confer­ 


ence between Belgian officials and Congolese 


independence leaders beginning today at Brus­ 


sels. 
The Congo receives independence from 


Belgium on June 30. but there is great uncer­ 


tainty over the ability of the Congolese to run 


the new nation's finances and economy. 


Even the proud Congolese leaders, many of 


them tribal chiefs, seem to recognize that the 


new state, one-third the size of the United States 


and rich in mineral resources, will need outside 


assistance. William A. M. Burden. U.S. Ambas­ 


sador to Belgium, reported on April 4 after a 


three-week tour of the Congo that most of the 


native leaders wanted the Belgians to stay at 


posts in the administration after independence 


day. Belgium already has earmarked about $100 


million in its 1960 budget for economic assist­ 


ance to the Congo and its more than l l million 
inhabitants. 


Political instability, however, is giving rise 


to grave concern about the future, particularly 


among individual Belgian business men. Rivalry 


between the Conakat Party, which was victorious 


in provincial elections in December, and the 


rival Balubakat-Federa coalition of small parties 


erupted into rioting March 12, in which five 


Africans were killed and 145 injured. 


In the central Kasai Province, clashes be­ 


tween Lulua and Baluba tribesmen caused a 


dozen or more deaths in January— evidence of 
the persistence of a way of life that will chal­ 
lenge leaders of a vast land that has been called 
the richest in Africa.

The China Lobby 


Alfred K ohlberg w a s an A m erican m erch an t who 
trad e d with N ationalist China 
His specialty w a s tex ­ 
tiles. 
His business grew' to fair dim ensions and he 
joined the various organizations which concerned th e m ­ 
selves with F a r E a s te rn affairs. 
Among others he 
joined the Institute of Pacific Relations and found 
therein som ething which co ntradicted his experience. 
He w as not p a rticu larly interested in politics and his 
discoveries su rp rised hun, for he had heretofore r e ­ 
spected great nam es. 
He thereupon set out to investigate the Institute of 
Pacific Relations not knowing especially what he would 
find. This one event set off a whole series of C ongres­ 
sional investigations including those of the M cC arran 
C om m ittee and the M cC arthy Com m ittee. 


Kohlberg had stu m b led on a truth, which ra re­ 
ly happens to a n y of us. 
He found that 
m anv 
publir organ izations of the A m e b e a n people, pri­ 
v a te organizations with high-sounding n a m e s and 
head ed by d istin guish ed m en. w ere infiltrated by 
C om m u n ists, 
on 
the 
ad m in istrative 
level, 
who 
form ed each organ ization's policies and d eterm in ed 
its goals. 
K ohlberg took up the fight and n ever 
stopped until he died last w eek . 


N aturally Kohlberg w as called m an y ugly nam es. 
T hese he accepted as labels of distinction, but the one 
th a t pleased him m o st w as “ China L obby." 
He pro­ 
cla im e d himself to be the “ China lx)bby." and c h al­ 
lenged all and su n d ry to investigate him. 
I do not 
know how m an y thousands of dollars of his own m oney 
Kohlberg spent 
advertising 
him self as 
the 
“ China 
L obby" and d em anding an investigation 
A m an of 
m ea n s and integrity, he. of course, would not have 
accepted a cent from Chiang Kai-shek or Mao Tze- 
tung or anyone else to support his opinions 
He w as 
a m an of strong convictions with enough cash on hand 
to hack them up. 
A m erch an t, not a scholar, he w as without any 
interest in the s e c ta ria n attitudes of .the various a n ti­ 
co m m u n ists. He w as really not so m uch a doctrin aire 
anti-C om m unist as he w as pro-A m erican 
He did not 
split the fine hairs of definitions; it w as sufficient for 
him that he had w itnessed what the C om m unists did 
to China and he did not w ant th em to do the s a m e to 
the United States. F o r Kohlberg, it w as sufficient th at 
he re g ard e d the C om m unists as indecent and profane. 
A Jew , he organized the A m erican Jew ish League 
Against C om m unism 
He insisted that he could not 
u n d erstan d how a .few could possibly be a C om m unist 
or sym p ath etic to C om m u n ism 
He expected the entire 
Jew ish people to rally to his organization They did not. 
This disappointed Kohlberg but until he m om ent he 
died. he continued to finance various organizations and 
groups in the b attle against Soviet Russia. 
He m u st 
have spent a fortune of m oney; he gave of his health 
and even after he had had sev eral coronary failures. 
he kept his work going. 
He retired from his business 
but he never retired from the cause which he had 
m a d e his. 
He was a little D avid fighting a world of 
Goliaths and he fought well.

their lives? K ohlberg rem inded one of the prophets 
of old. the m en who feared not the m ighty, who 
rejected pow er, who n ever con sid ered th e m selv es, 
N o great orator, no powerful writer, no organ izer 
of m o v e m e n ts, a m an with a delightful se n se of 
hum or, w hose wit led him into m a n y arid fields, 
K ohlberg. 
with

justice, 
develop ed an en o rm o u s and significant following 
of m en and w o m en , so m e publicly 
im portant in 
their own right, w ho turned to him for counsel 
and ad vice. 


And it is one of those peculiarities of life that 
m a n y who hated him as a fanatic who destroyed their 
short-cuts to the truth, in his last y e a rs recognized 
the intuitive patrio tism of Kohlberg. 
He knew 
no 
divided loyalties. 
The United States w as his cou n try ; 
he rejected affinity for any other. 
If he labored for 
Nationalist China, it w as because he believed that w as 
best for the United States 
And now Alfred K ohlberg is dead. 
He will no 
m o re trouble b u re a u c ra ts with his investigations or 
his wit. 
He, who b u rst the blubber of m an y puffed 
up officials is no m o re to plague th em . 
But w hat 
Kohlberg sta rte d will n ev er die. 
It cau g h t the fancy 
of m an y younger m en and wom en that tru th is not 
a fallacy and c o u rag e is not a sin.

School at Ithaca, N. Y., a few 
days ago has begun to a ttra c t 
attention, p a rticu la rly because it 
reopens and, in a sense, supple­

ARTIFICIAL OCEAN — The 
N avy is building its own private, 
artificial ocean just outside W ash­ 
ington. Its purpose is to m ak e 
better tests of ship-hull m odels 
in sim ulated w ave and c u rre n t 
conditions. 


T he “ s e a " will be housed in­ 
doors at the David T aylor model 
basin, 
an 
installation 
that 
has 
serv ed ship designers for m an y 
y e ars. 
P riv a te 
designers 
have 
been perm itted to use the facil­ 
ity and will receiv e the s a m e 
privilege when the new in stalla­ 
tion is com pleted. 
The new tank will be la rg e r 
and w ider than a football field, 
It 
will cover m o re 
th an 
five 
acre s, and m e a su re 350 by 230 
feet. It will hold 12 million g al­ 
lons of w ater, which will he p re ­ 
h eated to prevent d a m a g e to su p ­ 
porting walls by sudden ch an g es 
in tem p e ra tu res. The m ain body 
of the sea will be 20 feet deep 
with a 35-foot 
tren ch 
running 
down the cen ter. 


Cost will he about $12 million, 


or $1 for each cubic foot of w a ­ 


ter available for testing. 
How­ 
ever. ex p erts calculate that the 
ex p en d itu re 
will 
actually 
sa v e 
the governm ent m an y millions by 
m inim izing the ch an ces of e rro r 
in ship design. 


Not only will the new basin be 
able to test su rfa ce vessels, 
it 
will be equipped with a c irc u la r 
tan k deep enough to test the d e ­ 
sign of su b m arin e hulls. 


The entire installation will be 
equipped with w ave-m aking a p ­ 
p a ra tu s to sim u late anything from 
ripples 
to

cro ss-c u rren t conditions, on o r ­ 
d e r from an electronic brain.
